Barma Evil spirit with 14 companions.

Beelzebub Demon, mentioned in 2 Kings 1, also 
known as Baalzebub. 

Befafes Heptarchical King, also called OBELISON, 
under King BABALEL.

Belzagal “Cacodsmon Turcarum”, “the evil spirit 
of the Turks”. 

Ben “Spiritualis Creatura”, “a spiritual creature”. 

Ben Elohim “Son of God”. Usually refers to an 
angel: >Hebrew DTlbN p. 

Bermale One of forty-nine good angels in the 
Tabula Collecta.

Bragiop One of forty-nine good angels in the 
Tabula Collecta. 

Bralges Heptarchical Prince under King 
Blumaza. 

Branglo One of forty-nine good angels in the 
Tabula Collecta.

Cherubim / Cherubvm Choir of angels, not the 
baby-like figure with wings found in Italian 
Renaissance art, but the creatures described by 
Ezekiel as having four faces: Lion, Ox, Eagle, 
and Man: >Hebrew - Kerubim, pi. of 

arc - Kerub. 

Confirmantes “ Confirming Ones”, angels. 

Confundantes “ Confounding Ones" , angels. 

Corabiel Angel of Mercury, Kokabiel would 
perhaps be more correct. Dee refers to the 
Magical Elements of Peter de Abano, where 
Corabael (sic) is assigned to the Moon. Here, 
however, Corabiel is assigned to the planet 
Mercury: >Hebrew 2212 - Kokab (Mercury), 
also has the meaning of “ star /planet”. 

Coronzom “for so is the true name of that mighty 
divell”: > Gabriel. Usually given as Choronzon. 
See in the margin of IX-48, where a facsimile 
copy of this name is reproduced; the line just 
above the n (largely missing in the MS.) is 
treated as an accent by SHIPPEN, but is unclear. 

Corsax Good angel. 

Cumael Angel. 

Daughter of Fortitude “All her attyre is like 
beaten gold”: >Kelley. Unnamed spiritual crea¬ 
ture, usually believed to be MADIMI. 

Dmal Angel, fourth Son of Light. 

Egym A devil, one of four rulers of the air.

Galvah/Galuah “I am called Finis”, “the end ”. 
Angel in female form. 

Ganislay “Half like a man, and half like a Woman: 
covered with heare”. 

Gargat Evil spirit. 

Gariladrah Angel. 

Gazavaa Angel whose name is formed from the 
four Tables of Enoch being a combination of 
Ga, Za, and VAA. 

Githgulcag Evil spirit? 

Gozlach (nothing known). 

Hagonel (1) Angel, sixth Son of the Sons of Light. 

Hagonel (II) Heptarchical Prince, minister to King 
Carmara. 

Haniel Archangel, sometimes considered identical 
to Anael. 

Hath SeeAth. 

Heeoa Angel, fifth Son of Light. 

Hermelie A devil. 

I Angel, first Son of Light. 

Iana Angel, fourth Daughter of Light. 

Iehova / Ieovah Hebrew name of God: >Hebrew 
HTP - Jehovah . Known as the Tetragrammaton, 
or the Four lettered Name. 

Ih Angel, second Son of Light. 

11 /El Angel, first Son of the Sons of Light. 

Ilemese Angel, seventh Son of the Sons of Light. 

Ilr Angel, third Son of Light. 

Iubanladaec/Iubanladaech Angel, probably the 
good angel of Laski. 

Ized Angel, fourth Daughter of the Daughters of 
Light. 

L See E 1 (II) . 

Laudantes “ Praising ones”, angels, also called 

Triumphantes. 

Levanael/Levanael Angel of the Moon: >Hebrew 
- Levanah (the Moon). 

Liba Angel, fourth Son of the Sons ol Light. 

Lucifer Satan, the Devil. Originally the planet 
Venus or morning star; lit., “light-bearing ". 

Lundrumguffa Evil spirit seeking Dee’s destruc¬ 
tion. 



Madimi Angel, sixth Daughter of the Daughters of 
Light. First appeared as a child and later as a 
woman. 

Madimiel Angel ofMars: >HebrewUnQ - (Mars). 

Maherion A devil. 

Mamon Evil spirit. 

Mapsama An angel whose name means “say unto 
them” in the Angelic tongue. 

Mares Also called BEFAFES and OBELISON. 

Marmara Otherwise known as CARMARA ( see also 
Baligon). 

Maynam A devil, one of four rulers of the air. 

Me Abbreviation of “Medicina Dei”, “ The medi¬ 
cine of God”. Refers to RAPHAEL. 

Me Angel, second Daughter of Light. 

Michael / Michael / Michaell Archangel: >Hebrew 
- “who is like unto God”. 

Ministrantes “ Ministering ones” , angels. 

Morvorgran Evil spirit, appeared as a black man 
with a white face. 

Multin Angelic Minister of CARMARA. 

Murifri Angel. 

Nalvage “Fuga terrestrium”, “The Pursuer of 
beasts". Note, this is not a translation of the 
name Nalvage. An angel who dictated most of 
the 48 Keys. 

Nariel According to Agrippa, “ Nariel, who by some 
is called Uriet - Three Books of Occult 
Philosophy, Book 3, Chapter 24. This identi¬ 
fication with Uriel is probably false. 

Nogahel Angel of Venus: >Hebrew H 313 - Nogah, 

“ brightness” (Venus). 

Obelison “a pleasant deliverer”. Heptarchical 
Prince, also called BEFAFES. in the Angelic 
tongue. Minister to King Babalel. 

Qch Solar Olympic Spirit (see The Arbatel of 
Magick). 

Ories A devil, one of four rulers of the air. 

Panlacarp Wicked spirit. 

Paynam A devil, one of four rulers of the air. 

Phanael Angelic trumpeter. 

R aphael / Raphael Archangel: >Hebrew - 
God heals”. 

Rocle Angel, fifth Son of the Sons of Light. 

S Angel, first Daughter of the Daughters of Light. 

^Siamia See Salamian. 

^AUmian Salamia Angel, found in the Magical 
Elements of Peter de Abano. 


Saniel Angel, perhaps Samiel. Dee quotes from the 
Sibylline Oracles. 

Sathan Satan. 

Semeliel Angel of the Sun. 

Semiel / Semiael / Semyeil / Semieil Angel. Dee 
gives a rather dubious etymology as from the 
Hebrew fit? + “(the secretary for) the name 

of God”. 

Sendenna/Soudenna Evil spirit. 

Seraphim Choir of angels, six-winged fiery 
creatures, described in Isaiah. 6 : 2, Revelation 
4:8 and in the Ethiopic Book of Enoch: 
>Hebrew D'tlC, likely to mean “serpents". 

Soudenna Evil spirit, also called SENDENNA. 

Stimcul (I) Angel, seventh Daughter of Light. 

Stimcul (II) Angel, seventh Son of Light. 

Sudsamna Kelley’s good Angel. 

Synfulla Unknown spirit. 

Syngolla Unknown spirit. 

Tohomaphala Good angel. 

Triumphantes “Triumphing Ones”, angels, also 
called LAUDANTES. 

Vaa Angel, from GAZAVAA. 

Vriel The Archangel Uriel: >Hebrew ScTIN - 
“light of God” ( see also Nariel). 

Za Angel, from GAZAVAA. 

Zabathiel Angel of Saturn: ultimately >Hebrew 
Tin - Shabbat (day of rest/Saturday). 

Zadkiel Angel of Jupiter: > Hebrew - “the 

righteousness of God”. 

Zaphkiel the beholder of God”. Angel: ultimately 
>Hebrew ilfiX - “to watch / observe”. 

Zebaoth “hosts/armies”. Divine name: >Hebrew 
mtOX, usually appended to mm or Dt6n to 
make “ the Lord of Hosts” or “the God of Hosts”. 

Zedekieil A variation of ZADKIEL.
